neglected to obey this Their Majeſtics Nopal Command, they ſhall be Pꝛoceeded againſt with all 1 5 
Severity. And their Majeſties do hereby Require all Mayozs, Wapliffs, Sheriffs , Juſtices = 
of Peace, Conſtables and other Officers to whom it doth oz may appertain, That they cauſe + 
diligent Search to be made within all and every of their Pꝛecincts, foꝛ the ſaid Seamen and Ma⸗ > 
riners, and to Seize and Secure the Perſons of ſuch of them as ſhall there be found; And alſo BN 
all looſe and unknown Perſons whatſoever, who may juſtly be ſuſpected to be Seamen oz Ma⸗ | 2 
termen, and to cauſe them to be ſent to the Pzincipal Officers and Commiſſioners of Their Ma⸗ 1 
jeſties Navy in London, oz to ſuch other of the Perſons and Places afozeſaid, to Which they may BY 
be moſt conveniently ſent, in oꝛder to their further Employment. And they are hereby further on 
Required to take notice of, and Certifie to Their Majeſties in Council, the Names of all ſuch 5 
Perſons as ſhall refuſe oz neglec to give Aſſiſtance in the Pꝛemiſles, oz ſhall contribute to the ö 5 
Concealing oꝛ Eſcape of any Seamen oz Mariners, as afozeſaid ; And hereof they are not to fail, 5 
as they will Anſwer the contrary at their Peril. 5
